tions (10,000 words per day) from the Middle East to London via 
British Signal Corps radio teletype facilities;- The Foreign Broad- 
cast Information Branch is' using coitoercial channels from Cairo to 
Londbn at the present time but cannot continue to pay the cost ^ 
of 'these facilities. If the Foreign Broadcast Information Branch Middle
